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THE HAWAIIAN TROUBLE. 



Cousequiiiit on the deapiitcli of the 
ConquB.'jt from Eaiiuiiualt tu lionohihi, 
under secret ordora from the foreign 
office, quite n tlurry has been (j.iuauil nt 
. San FranciBCO, nrhioh is deeply intorestod 
in the Hawiiiiau Islands. In view of tho 
deniiil of Ministar Curtis at Washington 
that lUiy trouble wns aiitieipnted tliu 
action of tiio Britinh government neeniB 
to thoni peculiar. From tho moHt infor- 
mation thuy have gleaned it sueum to 
them that iu thus acting tho Englisii 
authoribiea were only acceeding to the 
ai)i>lication of the British conimissiuner 
at Honolulu, Major Wodehouso, wiio ro- 
questod that inen-of-w:u' bo sent to tho 
ialands to protect the interests of Mer 
Majesty's subjouta there. United States 
Minister Merrill also applied for a man 
of-war to bo sent to Honolulu, as it is 
very evident that alarming oomplioations 
are looked for in the near future. What 
tho upshot of tho trouble will bo it is 
impossible to [irediet, Tlie great sugar 
manufacturer, Mr. .1. D. Spreekels, who 
is more deeply interested in Hawaii than 
anj^ other man on tho continent, has 
opened his mind freely on the subject. 
He said he was not in the slightest degree 
surprised to leani that British mon-of-war 
had been dispatched to Honolulu. He 
was aware, both tiirough the Hawaiian 
papers and by means of [)rivate sources, 
that both the American ami Kngli.-ili resi- 
dents had applied to their respective gov- 
ernments for protection. The ail'airs of 
the gdveriuueiit li.id been so scandalously 
uiisuiauaged latterly that an in-geut neces- 
sity for reform is stirring up the l)est 
element inthepopulatiou to niaki! a cliaiige. 
For some time past, these preparations 
have boon going on and tiiey are more 
belligerent than the majority of people 
have any idea of. .A Iwuid of volunteers, 
composed of [jlanlers antl business men, 
have been under military drill for some 
time past with a view of protecting both 
themselves and their property iu case of 
an emergency. Indeed tho inurchiinta 
and planters generally have organized 
themselves into a society to resist further 
mismanagement and all are only waiting 
the woril to rise and rebel against the ex- 
isting state of things. .Such a rising woukl 
undoubtedly be met by the Hawaiian 
army, but as that august body numbers 
only about 200 corpulent Kanakas, 25 per 
cent of whom are oliicers, their resistance 
would not cut much of a ligure, particular 
ly in view of the f.act that their ruling 
motto is, "Discretion is the better part of 
valor." Mr. .Spreekels said that the Con- 
quest or any other British man-of-war would 
be bound to support the government in e.'cis- 
tence on her arrival. If Kalakaua_ were 
dethroned and another government in the 
place of the present one, then the war- 
ships would be liuinid to suppcnt the iiew 
government. If the citizens desire a 
change, they will have to do so as soon as 
possible, at least before the arrival of the 
war vsnsels. Were thoy to make a change, 
Mr. Spreekels believes that tiio republi- 
can form of giivernuient would be chosen, 
a president elmled and an instant reipiest 
made tu the government of the I'uited 
States for anne.vatiou. The foreigners, 
English, Gorman, Spanish and American, 
are, be said, a unit in favor of annexation 
to the United .States, all believing that the 
best interests of the islands would be thus 
served. There is ikj doubt, however, that 
there is some movemeiit iu the wind. The 
shipments ol" arms alone presage tr<juble 
of some deserijition; what it is he could 
not say. The people are determined to 
gctruli'l I'nme Minister Gibson, whose 
misrule lias created the profoundest dis- 
gust. In all probability Kalakaua will bo 
SO frightened when he hoars of the ship- 
ments of arms that ho will dr) as the peo- 
ple desire in the matter, in which 
case it will be perfectly satisfactory. 
C. R. Buck land, representative in San 
Francisco of the New Zealand gcjvern- 
ment, s.iid he knew for a positive fact that 
the British residents of H.awaii bad ap- 
plied for a niaii-of-war, and also that an 
answer had come from tho homo govci-n- 
ment promising whatever assistance was 
necessai-y. flo had every reason t*') know- 
that .allairs in the island kingdom are in a 
troiibh^l slate, and indeed the newspaper 
reports from there do not state nearly the 
worst. In c(mvcrsation witli him a few 
days ago Mr. .Seelig, of the hrm of Hofl- 
Bchlaeu'er \- Co., of Honolulu, said that 
when lie left there business -was almost 
suspended, that nothing but treason was 
talked of by t he inercli.antH. No colico.al- 
ment was made of the liisgust felt for the 
King and Gibson, and the advisability of 
their deposition was openly discussed. 
Another gentleman i:onnectcd with 
Hawaiian affairs said ho should nut bo in 
the slightest degree surprised to hear by 
the next advice's t hat a revolution Inul 
taken pl;ice in Honolulu. 'I'lie absence of 
(.^ueeli Kapiolaiii ami '>i the august 
Lilluokalani renders the time particularly 
ripe for any such project, and though the 
consetiuences might at first be disagree 
able, .a change would be eagerly welcomed 
by the entiro fo.oign element. The 
present unsettled state of allairs is 
.seriously militating against the islands. 
The exports there from San l''rancisco for 
the month of May show a decrease of 
§42,1)00, when compared to those of tho 
corresponding month of 188(5. Securities, 
too, are drojiping. It would seem from 
all tliis as if our boys had some work cut 
out for tlunn on their arrival at Honolulu, 
■for which |iort they s.iil l<i-morrow. 

THE EXrECTKi) NEW STAK. 

For tho last eight or ten years astron- 
omoi's in all jiiirts of the world have been 
eagerly watching for the ro-appoarance of 
a star which is supposed to have illuiui 
nated our heavens at intervals of some- 
thing over three hundred years, eversinee 
mankind tirst inhabited this planet. For 
more than two thou.sand years, as we learn 
fronihistory ami legend, this wonderful star 
is declared to liavt! suddenly Hashed eiit 
in the iiorthein nly at Mines when no one 
was exiieetiiig Huch an event. .Vfler going 
. back four or live hundred years we Hnd 
that all astronomical data is more or loss 
confused and uncertain, and no one seems 
to have boon able to identify the radiant 
orb with oiu! that a))i)eared over three 
hundred years \»-{nrt: I'.ut in l.">72 this star 
showed itself, as it, now seems, at the aji- 
pointcd time, and the celebrated Danish 
astronomer, Tycho Brahe, earofiiUy oi= 
amincd all its phases, and loft rth au- 
tlientio account of the entire ])l;enomenon. 
This nan-ative is very, full, and gives a 
thorough alter', ,1111 to every detail. From

deniyflashed forth in the const.ollatimi 
Cassiopeia on the Hth of November in 
the year nientioiiod. When first seen by 
nuni, who wore scanning the heavens 
every night, it was lirigliter than .lupitur, 
and rapidly incre.ased in brilliancy until 
its radiaace e.vceeded that of A onus, so 
that peiboiiswitU good eyes could see it 
in bro»d daylight. In December it begun 



to gradually fade., and steadily diminished 
in brilliancy until the following May, 
when it became invisible. This was forty 
years before tho invention of the telescope, 
and BO the Gothic star-gazer could not 
give the now luininarj' tho scientific at- 
tention which would be possible at this 
time. Regular observatory .astronomers 
have not paid much heed- to the subjei|t 
of this orb's appearance, as their time is 
fully occupied by more tangibly important 
matters. But gentlemen with leisure and 
ability to pursue such iitudies have spent 
much time in trying to ligure out tlie 
exact year when tho star ought to again 
gleam through our sky. As the tield in 
which they work requires an immense 
amount of guessing and estimating, their 
labors have not been followed by very 
clear results, and the time which thoy set 
for the star's return varied from 1881 to 
2000. But a majority of them seem to 
have calculated that it should bo seen 
stimetiine duruog 1887. Consociuently, 
during tho last few months the beautiful 
constellation of Cassiopeia has boon more 
eagerly examined than any other in our 
heavens. It is now so situated that ex- 
, ainination is impossible, being almost in 
range with the sun. Were Venus, wdien 
at her brightest phase, in this h)cality, it 
would bo difiicult to observe her with the 
strongest telescope. Nevertheless, a Ken- 
tucky astronomer, who has been carefully 
watching for tho now star, feels certain 
that he has looked up it. It could only 
1)0 soon at the moment of sunset, and 
then through the thick horizont^il mists. 
According to this scientist, it has a won- 
derful lustre, and in a few weeks will 
hang above the northwest, with a starry 
grandeur such as no one living has over 
beheld.

RESTRICTING IM.M UIKATION. 

A hirge number of Kuroiiean immi- 
grants aro arrivijig in the L'liited States 
this season. But the fact appears to be 
(piito the reverse of pleasant to our neigh- I 
bors, who aro at length realissing that they 
have all thoy want of tho scmn of Europ- 
ean society. 'I'lie Hoston ./i<i'r/ii(/, discus- 
sini,' the subject, says: 

•'If tlio puop'lo wlu) eeine to us wi'ie al,le In 
uaru llieir uroadand were pu.-.si's:ii',l of sullieii iil 
moans Lo onuliie Llii'iu to no oiiisidi- el' the laiKe 
eitlosiuidniaive llieiiiselves liomes. and if lliey 
wore people who wonid mnlie nood l ilizeus. 
llioro could bo no real uuuso lor aii.\icl.y. L'li- 
fortunately this Is not tho case, since there is 
ronsou to believe thai Great Hritiilii is aiding 
evicted Irisli peoplo wlio cannot supiiorl lliein- 
selves to our shores, aii.i l>"raiice and oilier 
European govei-niiients are sending hillior t lieir 
most dewperale eriniinalH. In addition lo sueli 
uniieaiable aeeessidiis. we liave liec^n leerivini,' 
during the past few years laiK'' nuiiilieis nl 
soeialisli* and iinarehisls, e\ er\ one i»f whimi is 
a sworn eneiiiv to our lorni of governineni and 
10 law and oi'dur generally. Cijiij,'i ess hii.^ pro- 
hibited tho iiuportatioii of I'hinese en the 
ground that llieir prcsuneo is lioslile to I lie liest 
Interests of the country and parlienlariy ol 
labor. This action is undoubtedly wise, hut 
why should it atop with the Chinese/ Why 
should tho prohibition not extend to peei]le m 
every nalioniility that conu! looiir shoreslo live 
in squalor, igiiurunee and \ iee. heeause they 
will worlc for less wages than are neei^ssary to 
sniiport a inoro iutelligeiii class of luhurers( ' 

The Jmmuil proceeds to advocate the 
enactment of a law that will forbid any 
person immigrating into tho United States 
unless he or she firat obtains a certificate 
from the United States consul .it the 
place of departure to the etl'ect that they 
aro cajjable of becoming self-supporting 
citizens. Our ccuitem|iorary then con- 
tinues: — 

•■Tliis would, doubtless, eiirlaii ininiigration 
very largely, but atlliosaino lime it would do 
much lo protect UHagaiiist Lhe evils wliieh have 
resulted hikI will re.snll from lhe large anil 
promiscuous immigration of thupastfew years. " 

There is donbtloas very much truth in 
what the Journal says, but we doubt if 
the reason assigned is the real one. But 
whatever the reason it is obvious that we 
have heard the last of that boast about a 
certnin country — 

Whoso leathern iatclislring never was drawn in 
Agodnst the meanest child of Adam's kin. 



Ulsci'.ssiNO in 77ic Aiiu-riran the ipies- 
tioli of commercial union between Cana- 
da and the rnited States, Mr. .\ddisoii 
1". Browne, of Halifax, N. S., after 
weighing the arguments for and against 
the movenient, reaches the conclusion 
that such a union would be eipiivaleut to 
annexation and that annexatimi is not 
desirable. "On the one hand," he writes, 
"tishermen, fanners, lumbermen, and 
minors seem to desire commercial union; 
on the other hand, maiiufacturera nnd a 
largo (lortion of wealthy merchants don't 
want the custom houses abolishi'd or any 
reduction of the duty on .\murican gouils 
except in a few instances." Both these 
interested parties argue from their re 
spoctive sbindpoints. But what is urgeil 
in faror of union is often vague and iin- 
aatisfaetory. In the matter of revenue, 
how much would be lost to Canada were 
union accomplished, and how could Can- 
ada all'ord that e,.,s with its debt con- 
tracted in tho countiy's development, its 
civil service and other public expenses ? 
Then the union would bo ruinous to many 
Canadian manufactures. No advantages, 
however great, resulting from unrestricted 
commercial inturcourse between the two 
countries could compensate for tli'e afore- 
mentioned losses. Tho American factor- 
ies which usually turn out more products 
than they can dispose of would, of couree, 
bo tho gainers. Morevor.once tho interests 
of all occupations had become the same in 
both countries, they would erect a wall of 
prohibitive tjirili' against the rest of the 
world and the consequence would be 
eventually annexation. That, Mr. Browne 
thiiikH, is desirable neither for Canada 
nor for the I'liited States. The domain 
of the latter is already as i^xteiisive as its 
most enliglitoiied stjitesmen ca.. wish to 
see it. Their burden of responsibility is 
already groat enough. As for Canaihi, it 
is her manifest destiny to increase in 
population and national strength till iu 
the natural eoui'so of events ber people 
have ,itt.aiiieil a condition that tits them 
for independence. .•Vnd she must await 
that day not by bartering her freedom in 
advance to tho United .St,ates, but by 
buildhig up lier own industries and com- 
niorco in her own way.

HOW; IT STRUCK HIM. 

A HeoUlBli CorreipondAul ! Telia What He 
Knows About Vanconver. 

The Qlasgow Herald of thio 9th inst. 
contains an aiticle on "Through Our 
Western Empire," by its special corres- 
pondent, from which we cull the following 

extracts: 

"Vancouver, or the "Terminal City," 
as it proudly calls itself, is a study. Its 
name, to begin with, is u singular freak. 
By all the laws of common sense a eity 
bearing that name shoidd be on Vancou- 
ver Island. But no; it is on the main- 
land, and its position is exactly that of a 
city in France called (jlreut Britain or one 
in I'aigland ctilled Ireland. It would bo 
biid enough for a city and a country to be 
cidlod by the same name were the one 
contained within the other, but svhen 
even that is not the case the anomaly is 
monstrous. Von speak of Vancouver, 
and then hax'e to explain whether il is 
the town about tlu? si/e of one of our 
smallest villages or the country which 
rivals I'Jnghuid in acres that you refer to. 
As fiu' t he town itself, it is now about a 
■year old. and is only four months old 
counting irian the lire which burnt it to 
the ground in .June last. Its present as- 
pect is suggestive of rapid growth. There 
is not a building in the place quite tinish- 
ed. Each one is either at the founda- 
tions or the chimney-pots, but not one 
has yet ri'ceived its co.'it of |)aint. A 
"city" id' iinpainted wooden structures is 
a einioiis spect.icle indeed. And an in- 
spection of the )itirpose of these build- 
ings discloses a still nioi'c curious state of 
things. .It is found that the larger pro- 
poi-tions of them are either hotels or 
roal-'esthto oHices, which, behig intor- 
jiroted, inetms I hat t!-'.e bulk of t.he present 
population is tlieii; liecaiise it hopes to 
mtike money out of the iiopulatiun that is 
to come That is the lir.st st.'ige in the 
life history of a Western town. The peo- 
ple of Vancouver are not supported by 
their industries, for tiiore aro no local in- 
dustri(!S, witli tlie exception of a solitary 
sivwmill. to support them. They do not 
earn ti living by tt'tidiiig with the |)rodiicts 
of the sui i'oiindiiig country, for there are 
pi'tu'l ically no products to trade with. 
They have simply invested what cash they 
could muster in "town lots" on the faith 
of the place becoming the railway ter- 
mimts on the Pacific, and now aro waiting 
with their hands in their pockets foi' the 
rise. .\ truly reinarkalde economic basis 
for a "city." I have no personal knowl- 
edge of the uihabitants, but doubtless 
many of them are the speculators or 
"boonisters" who found their occiifi.ilioii 
gone when the NViimipeg buljole Inirst.

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC AND THE 

WOOL TRADE. 

To THK Editor: — In your issue of the 
3rd inst. there ai>peared a letter from 
"R. R." uiion the hostile course adopted 
by the Canadian Pacilic lailroad towards 
Victoria, in which be mentioned that it is 
notorious that many persons in the inter- 
ior of the province share in the dissatis- 
faction of the coast. Permit me to. cor- 
roborate "R. R. "in that particular ond 
to call your attention to the gross injus- 
tice done to the Spallumoheen district by 
the company. 

In the same issue (that of the 3rd' inst.) 
is an extract from the San Francisco 
Chro)iki(\ in which it. is stated that "the 
Canadian Pticilic is going right into the 
territory of tlie Americun traiia-continen- 
tal lines with the rate of 75 cents per 100 
pounds on btirley find beaiisaiid shipments 
are going (iist to I'ort Moody, 970 miles; 
then to Winnipeg, 1,562 miles; then to 
St,. Paul, -IfdS milcH; then to Omaha, about 
400 miles, or a totid of ;i,0()0 miles iit that 
low rate," ;uid that the |iroporti<m of that 
rate taken b)' the Canadian Pacific cannot 
be more tbtiii one third. The .same jiaper 
montioim that a Canadian Pacilic steamer 
was to sail that day for Vancouver and 
would "carry a largo shipment of wool 
billed through to Boston. This wool is 
not compressed, but simply shipped as 
loose tieeco in bags. It goes tit the rale 
of SLOO ,'t linndred pounds, the company 
taking e.x.ictly the same rate as the Sun- 
set, Paeilie Mail and trans-con- 
tinental lines aro elmrging for 
coiniiressed wool in grease. The rate 
charged by the .American lines for 
Wool in b.'ig is Sf a hundred pounds, so 
that the cut made liy the Camuliaii Pacific 
amounts to 75 per cent. (July about 
8,000 pounds of wool in bags can be put 
into an ordinary box car, while 21, (XK) to 
"22,000 pounds of coiiipresseil wool will .'o 
into a car without .'iny dilliciilly. It will 
thus lie seen tlntt the Canadian Pacilic is 
willing to haul three cars to its compe- 
titor's one for the sake of securing the 
traflic at even rales. The wool men are 
liapjiy, as they are no longer com|ielled 
to go to the exjiense of L;rading and com- 
pres.siiig. " 

Now, any. me would naturally siijiiiose 
that a company that c.mld show such en- 
tei'prise and determination to cut out a 
rival in order to secure freights would 
hiive, at least, some considei'ation for the 
trade of the country tlirough which it 
runs and would do all it could to encour- 
•ige the development of home w.ml trtide, 
knowing tliid. it must .secure the full 
benefit of the freights. This district is 
rich in pasture for sheep, ;ind the farmers 
h.'ive only been deterred from r.'iising large 
flocks by the ilitliciilty of finding a mar- 
ked for their wool. They have long looki'd 
forward tu the opening of the line, fully 
expectin..; the company would meet them 
on the most favorable terms. Many 
farmers have been .-inxious to know ujion 
what terms wool can be sent East, and a 
gentleman, who wislu^s to assist Iheni in 
everyway, km. win.,' that the iirosjierily 
of the whole count ly laigely de]ien.ls 
upon llicir success, lately applied to the 
company upon t ho subject. He received 
a letter in reply fr..iii Mr. U. L. ilrov.ii, 
the company's agent at Port Moody, 
which I have just seen and of which he 
has kindly permitted me to take a copy. 
It gives a rate so monstrously unfair tli.it 
1 cannot uxpect yi.u to believe that I h.-ivi^ 
ipioted it coriectly unless I give the 
letter in full.

1 might mention equally extortionate 
rates ipioteil against, the produce of this 
upper country. The Caiiaditiii Pacilic 
railway's high oflicials are constantly lie- 
moaning that the mouiitidn division iloes 
nut pay, but judging from their method 
of stamjiing out load industry, they cle.u - 
ly do not intend, for some reasons best 
known to themselves, that the Pacilic 
(livisioii should |iay. They cannot jilead 
ignorance, for tigain and again have the 
facts been pointed out to them only to bo 
met, on the next application for a rate, 
with un increased imposition.
